In Jam es 1:22 and again in 
verse 25 there is a message 
for all sincere believers 
“ But be ye doers of the word, 
and 
not 
hearers 
only, 
deluding your own selves 
Verse 25 includes the thought 
that we should not be a 
hearer that forgets but a 
doer that works. Jam es says 
this man who is a doer of the 
word will be blessed in his 
doing 
We may have accepted 
Jesus Christ and believe in 


Him as our Savior We may 
be familiar with the Bible 
But the prospering Christian 
who is serving and growing 
in the faith is the one who is 
“doing" what he believes A 
doer has to be a hearer but 
we so often forget that a 
hearer should be also a doer- 
-to be blessed in his doing 


T here 
m ust 
be 
that 
complete Christian exercise 
If we intellectually know 
what the Bible teaches yet 
we fall short of putting it into 
effect it does no one any 
good. 


P erh ap s the distinction 
that should be made is the 
fart that we can know about 
C hrist 
He w ants us to 
believe on Him to the point of 
living for him This is the 
doing that exercises us in our 
faith Otherwise it is just a 
passing mental or emotional 
concept 
that 
never 
is 
practiced 
It is very much like going 
to a doctor who tells us what 
to do He prescribes a cer­ 
tain medicine which comes 
in capsule form and which 
we are to take three times a 
dav So, we go to the store 


and buy medicine and take it 
home The snare we could 
fall into is to buy it and then 
think we have done what the 
doctor said by just having 
the medicine in our home 
We all know that we must 
actually take the medicine 
This may sound simple but 
so many Christians have not 
yet learned it We have the 
prescription in our hand--the 
Word of God But w e have 
not taken it. We think there 
is some sort of merit in 
hearing it. We must com­ 
plete God’s plan by putting it 
into effect. 
By way of illustration 
Jam es 
describes 
the 
situation in verses 23 and 24 
He says that the one who is a 
hearer and not a doer is like 
a person who looks into a 
m irror seeing himself as he 
really is. But he goes away 
and im m ediately forgets 
what manner of man he was. 
The danger in all of this is 
that a person can listen to 
God’s Word or read it and 
find out his sin or short­ 
coming 
But if he passes 
over it and forgets it actually 
works 
to 
our 
harm 
spiritually. We could become 
hardened to the gospel. 
The danger is developing 
the “ability" to turn off the 
gospel call short of doing it. 
We may be encouraged to 


give to some worthy mission 
effort 
Being stirred to do 
this and then to stop short of 
giving is depressing to our 
faith In addition we must 
realize that the blessing will 
never come to us if we 
hesitate 
to 
do 
our 
Christianity. 
We must remember that 
the Word of God is "the 
perfect law of liberty 
It 
will make us free if we follow 
through to completion of 
what it teaches us. God asks 
us not only to hear but to do 
as his people. 
Then 
we 
receive the blessing. 
We think of harvest as a 
time 
of 
blessing 
If 
we 
wanted to harvest beans we 
would have to plant them, 
then cultivate and irrigate 
them . We would hoe out the 
weeds and care for them 
until 
the 
harvest. 
In 
following through all these 
vital steps we would be 
blessed with a harvest of 
beans in due time. 
Our lives in God are the 
same way. His word is the 
seed. It must be planted in 
our hearts. But then it must 
be cultivated and brought 
through to the harvest Thr 
process of response to God s 
will is so important. Let us 
be not hearers only. Let us 
do his will 
and thereby 
receive the blessing.

DEAR R EA D ER S - Even though we can now drive up to a gas 
station and say “ Fill it up" the need to conserve gasoline is a fact 
of today s life We so easily forget and som etim es do not really 
know what to do to save fuel as we drive along our m erry way 
A few pointers from the Federal Supply Service of G S.A. 
might help us average drivers. We are asked, first, to reduce 
speed (som e of us seem to have slipped a bit on this). Gas con­ 
sumption generally increases when driving over 50 m iles an hour. 
When waiting for som eone do not idle the engine for more than a 
minute. Turn it off as less gas is required to restart the motor 
than to let it idle. I am one of those who had the mistaken idea 
that restarting the motor required more gas. 
After buying a full tank of gas have you som etim es noticed gas­ 
oline running down the side of the car9 Buy slightly less than a 
full tank to allow for fuel expansion and save that over flow 
Check pressure of the tires at least once a month. Tires that are 
too low put a drag on the motor and more gasoline is used. Keep 
your engine tuned. Consult the owner’s manual for your par­ 
ticular car to check all important points that should have atten­ 


tion.

How many trips made in your car are really necessary, ta r 
pools for business, grocery shopping, party-going, etc. will help 
cut excess m ileage. In a two-car fam ily do the most driving in the 
car that uses the least gas. 
Some of the little things that count and may be eye openers to 
some of us are, for instance, a car whose trunk is loaded with 
chains, tires, tools and so on uses more gas than does one with a 
lighter load. Operate the air conditioning only when really needed 
but do not disconnect it. It should be run a while at least once a 
week to keep it in good working order. 
Drive over routes that have few er stop lights and plan ahea 
for them Drive with as few starts and stops as possible, hast 
getaw ays and frequent lane changes cause engines to burn more 
gas Your little bit and my little bit of saved gasoline will add up 
to a lot of those needed barrels of fuel. — POLLEI
